l itt\  and  more  \ear5  ago  ihi>  coiiniy  was  largcK  forc-sted. 
"long;  woods"  extended  in  every  direction  of  the  compass,  even 
encnxiching’  on  what  are  now  tlie  cit\'  limits;  saw  mills  were 
but  few,  and  these  onl\  on.  active,  stretnns.  making  lumbci'  for 
homes  and  barns:  none  run  by  steam,  and  slaughtering  grove 
tind  f()rest  for  outside  demand. 

The  r(3arls  were  bad  and  indifferent;  the  I'erks  & n.auphin 
and  Horseshoe  tuntpikes  the  only  tolertible.  There  were  no 
railroads;  the  tidvent  of  the  I’lank-I\oad  was  a coK')SsaI  im- 
])rovement  u])on  the  .^ttite  tiiid  townslni)  roads  : the  weg-meisler. 
(road  supervisor)  an  offfcitil  onlv  in  name  the  doctors  were 
compelled  to  make  their  rounds  in'  two-whee!ed  gigs/  or  on 
horseback  with  tiieir  saddle!)ags. 

■The  L ni(ju  Lanai  was  the  chiei  .mode  of  transp(irta;ion, 
rivali;;g  the  L'onest.  g;i  and  hetiv\  w;lgon.^,  the, four  or  si.x-hor'f- 
teams  of  w hich  were  often  bedecke<l  w ith  ribfHMis  or  bells,  bring- 
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ing  in  freightage,  ore  an<l  iron,  and  the  canal  returning  the 
.nierchants'  goods.  • 

The  bugle,  which  was  a >igual  to  the  lock-tenders  to  open 
their  hx'ks,  or  denote  the  tirnval  of  boats,  wa>  often  hea-rd 
:utd  answered:  the  tired  tmiles  had  a needed  rest,  anil  the  lx>y 
behind  the  mules  ceased  from  the  snap  of  his  w hip.  What  the 
navigators  generally  brought  for  the  doctors  was,  the  ca])tain 
sitting  alongside  of  the  hot  cooking-stove  in  the  cabin  of  his 
boat  and  shaking  with  a chill,  or  one  of  tliej^ew  laid  up  in  his 
bunk  with  a rageing  fever;  malaria,  or  chills  and  fever,  being 
much  more  common  then  than  now.  . ^ - 

The  seasons  were  apparently  longer,  especially  the  winter ; 
drifts  above  the  fences;  slush  and  mud  in  ihe  spring;  deep  cut 
ruts  and  chuck-holes  at  almost  any  time. 

i'he  streams  were  either  forded  or  crossed  on  primal 
bridges  consisting  ,oi  hewn  logs,  on  which  were  laid  loose^ 
wai'i)ed  planks;  these  bridges  were  often  placed  to  the  side  of 
the  road  wax  in  (cder  to  have  space  for  the  watering  of- cattle  or 
to  moisten  the  wheels  of  parched ’and  creaking  farm  wagon;;, 
and  were  tra]:)S  after  .sunset  to  the  unwary  driver. 

.\t.niglit  darkness  reigned  suprelnet  to  become  lost  on  the 
unfenced  forest  roads  was  no  unusual  occurrence,  and  to  find 
x'our  wav  back  a matter  of  chance.

In  the  winter  to  break  down  fences,  carrying  an  a.\e  and 
a shovel  to  get  3way  from  the  drifted  roads  with  vour  sleigh, 
and  cut  through  fields  made  bare  by  the  winds,  and  ridged  by 
the.  harvested  corn,  was  an  experience  unlike  travelling  in  a 
1 ’ullman.  palace  car.  I have  known  clear  cold  nights,  tempera- 
ture below  zero,  when  the  snoxv  wouUl  ring  under  the  clatter 
of  the  iron-shod  hoofs  of  the  horse  you  bestrode,  and  vour 
face  would  tingle  with  the  ice  crystals  in' the  sharj)  air. 

In  the  summer,  however,  the  shaded  hfghwavs'and  lanes-, 
the  fresh  smell  of  the  upturned  ploughed  fields,  the  blossofning 
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clover,  the  ,c;olden  field.s  of  ^tjrain,  the  green  and  yellow  of  the 
standing  corn,  the  blooming  flax,  tlic  chirp  ami  song  of  birds, 
were  a joy  and  a delight. 

Early  morning  Avouhl  often  hnd  the  mowers  with  their 
scythes  or  cradles  in  rhythmic  movement  tlirough  the  lush  grass 
or  ripened  grain  ; the  clear  ringing  of  the  whetstone  giving  edge 
to  the  steel  blades  was  like  the  clash  of  sword  in  mortal  combat. 

In  the  village,  when  darkness  closed  on  the  quiet  streets, 
the  unpretentious  windows  of  the  storekeepers  had  their  blinds 
drawn  down;  the  citizens  early  closed  their  shutters;  ffom 
many  a little  home  could  be  heard  the  evening  hymn  or  the 
sturdy* voice  of  the  father  in  earnest  bedtime  prayer,  and  still- 
ness soon  reigned. 

The  unhappy  doctc^r,  when  called  at  night  to  visit  a patient, 
found  poor  sidewalks,  or  not  paved  at  all ; pumps  from  which 
to  gain  the  water  supply  often  stood  in  the  middle  of  the  way. 
and  in  the  darkness  were  fcAnnidable  objects  to  butt  against. 
The  grave-yards  adjoining  the  churches  were  cruelly  said  to  be 
haunted. 

I'he  “Potter's  Field.”  in  which  were  interred  murderers 
and  suicides,  who  were  denied  Christian  burial  in  the  “(kxl's 
■ Acres”  of  the  churches,  was  located  at  where  now  staml  the 
buildings  of  the  Daily  Report  newspaper,  and  was  a place  luuch 
feared  bv  superstitious  people. 

The  old  c\  linder  tin  lantern,  perforated  with  slits,  and  howl- 
ing a sickly  tallow-candle,  was  tlie  onl\  light  to  guide  the 
.doctor  (An  his  j.^ath. 

d'he  (;ld  watchman  at  the  l.ebanon  Bank  had  his  little 
shelter  perched  on  the  edge  of  the  pavement,  from  which  he 
emerged  to  tell  the  hours  of  the  night  and  condition  of  the 
weather’.'  or  to  give  battle  with  his  rusty  sword  to  possible 
burglars,  as  the  onl\  livitig  creature  upon  the  scene  except  when 
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sonic  roisterers  from  the  \ t;n'crn  w ere  endeax  or;u  ^ to 

find'  their  wav  home.

If  the  distance>  w ere  as  tmcert.ain  as  the  s])elhn;e.  ^ ou 
W(.)uld  never  know  luit  wluit  \oii  mipl^lit  ”el  outside  the  limits  of 
the  county  in  a vtiin  search. 

Tile  i;o'od  old  conntrv  doctor,  the  family  doctor,  in  thosr’ 
days  was  not  ti  specialist  ; his  held  was  wider. — from  ti  child 
with  ct)lic  to  a surL;ical  e>P'-‘r‘‘hi'>''.  from  a hirlll  to  tin  ai^'oin' of 
the  (leath-hed.;  eacli  called  for  hi."  sympathy  trf  well  a.s  profes- 
sional skill,  and  both  were  y;iven  with  devotion. 

Pay.  when  ^iveii.  miuht  he  in  shinplasters  or  prodticts  of 
the  farm,  or  with  onl\  thanks,  which  were  often  soon  forgotten; 
hut  gratitude  and  fealtv  was  more  often  observed,  and  the  doc- 
tor conhikinte  tmd  adviser  in  many  , of  their  'doniesti'-  and 
business  affairs-  and  a cherished  friend.

nementia-.Aniericana  (a  new  term  forpin  olii  complaint.), 
when  afflictiiii^  the  youn.Ltsters- ot  the  familv  in  the  olden  time, 
was  j^enerally  treated  and  cured  by  dome.stic  metistires, — the 
slipix'r  of  the  mother  or  the' brotid  hand  of  the  father;  hrain- 
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stonn  in  tlic  scho.’il  or  play-yard  was  diverted  by  the  bircli-rod 
of  the  teacher. 

"Stone  oil”  as  it  was  then  called,  now  known  as  crude  pe- 
troleum. was  broug^ht  from  the  wilderness  of  western  Pennsyl- 
vania by  an  old  man  who  made  his  long  trips  on  horseback,  and 
was  considered  a universal  panacea  for  ills  both  external  and 
internal,  and  was  so  esteemed  by  the  Indians.  This  was  gath- 
.ered  from  the  top  of  springs  by  placing  a woolen  blanket  upon 
the  surface  of  the  water,  whose  irridescent  appearance  was  at- 
tractive, and  was  afterward  expressed  and  gathered  into  bottles. 

The  farmers’  wives  in  the  past  century  would  visit  the  doc- 
tor’s office  ^spring  and.  fall  for  a bleeding,  bringing  their  ban- 
dage and  half-pennv  to  close  the  wound  afterward;  their  in- 
distinct waistline,  double  chin  and  florid  complexion  indicating 
a tendency  to  apople.xy.

The  farmers  having.'an  overplus  of  rye  would  carry  it  to 
ihe  distilleries,  which  were  numerous,  and  have  it  converted 
into  whiskey,  which  was  .marketable ; reserving  a portion  for 
family  use  in  case  of  sickness. 

( )nc  of  the  most  philanthro])ic  changes,  and  showing  the 
tiltruistic  spirit  of  the  age.  is  in  the  care  of  the  insane. 

The  time  was.  and  within  my  own  recollection,  when  tliese 
unfortunates,  existing  not  by  their  own  will,  were  treated  as 
brutes;  often  confined  in  the  almshouse  of  the  county  in  cells 
without  light  or  heat,  fed  as  animals,  and  exhibited  to  visitors 
in  their  nakedness  and  squalor  as  curiosities.  Even  at  their 
birthplaces  thev  were  often  confined  in  out-houses  built  for  se- 
clusion ; having  little  sympathy  shown  them,  and  in  many  case> 
considered  a care  tmd  a curse. 

In  this  present  age  the  State  htis  made  provision  for  iluir 
keep  and  comfort.  Hospitals  and  asylums  are  provided  where 
they  receive  generous  and  kind  treatment,  together  .with  a cer- 
tain amount  of  liberty  under  careful  supervision,  so  that  inanv

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Personality  of  a Few  of  the  Early  Members. 


Dr'.  John  \V.  Gloninger  may  well  be  regarded  as  having 
been  the  Nestor  of  the  profession.  He  w^the  preceptor  of 
many  students,  had  the  largest  medical  library,  was  a great 
reader,  enjoye.d  a large  acquaintance  with^the  prominent  teach- 
ers in  tile  medical  schools  of  Philadelphia,  New  York  and 
Rakimore ; always  ready  to  do  a favor  fcr  his  brother  practi- 
tioner.s ; was  one  of  the  earliest  oculists  in  this  country,  and  had 
many  patients  coming  from  a distance;  was  particularly  suc- 
cessful in  cataract  cases,  and  restored  many  to  sight. 

In  appearance  tall  and  erect,  scrupulous  as  to  personal 
care,  a gentleman  of  the  olden  school. 

Du.  P.K.vjAM i.\  ]•'.  ScH.\’ECK/was  borii  in  Lebanon,  where 
he  lived  all  his  life.  .A  graduat'e  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  and  the  Medical  Department  of'the.  L'niversity  of  Penn- 
svlvania.  He  was  a tall.  Avell-formed  man.  of  fine  presence 
and  address,  and  particularly  cultured.  A talented  musician, 
an  artist  in  painting,  a forcible  writer,  an  eloquent  speaker. 
Frequently  coittrrbuted  to  Jthe  medical  journals ; represented 
the  Lebanon  County  Medical  Society  at  the  State  and  National 
.•Associations  on  diflPerent  occasions ; always  took  great  interest 
in  his  local  Society,  and  did  much  to  promote  its  success. 

Dr.  Phvsick  B.  Mesh,  native  of  Lebanon,  son  of  a pin  - 
sician,  practiced  Ix'ith  at  Lebanon  and  Cornwall,  gentle  and 
philanthropic,  much  loved  by  his  patients,  died  a comparatively 
young  man.  . ' - 

Dr.  D.wil)  P».  M.\tt.sn.\r.L  practiced  at  .\nnville.  afterward 
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at  Lebanon;  rather  short  and  stout,  lieavily  bearded,  alvvavs 
wore  a black  frock-coat  and  hi^h  silk  hat ; was  a fine  diag- 
nostkrian.  and  had  a lar^c  clientaj^e. 

Dk.  S.\.\fUKi-  LJkiim.  ori.i^inally  from  near  Camj^belltown ; 
was  for  several  years  Prothonotary  of  the  county,  during:  which 
time  he  studied  medicine,  and  afterwards  practiced  in  Lebanon. 
Was  an  earnest  Methodist,  and  lay-preacher  in  that  denomina- 
tion.

Dr.- George  P.  Li.'^kawe.w  eu.  an  erect.  military-l(X3king 
man.  son  of  an  old  ]>ractitioner ; a great  reader,  particularly  fond 
of  ShakGipeare ; had  a fine  practice.-  h)e  lost  his  life  in  the 
line  of  duty  b\-  contracting  pneumonia  while  visiting  patients 
during  a severe  blizzard. 

Dr.  fosKi’ii  ( )ki'1I  SniNOEr,.  native  of  Lebanoti,  a graduate 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeans.  Xew  York  City, 
practiced  successfully  at  Cornwall  (now  Ibsmarck)  ; a jolI\- 
compatiion,  and  regular  attendant  at  the  County  .Medical;  had 
a fine  practice. 

. Dr.  J.  M.  I\o:iri-:r  also  practiced  at  Cornwall  for  a short 
time;  in  delicate  heaitb.  retired  from  active  work  'and  died 
yannig. 

Dk.  Jkke.mi.ui  P.rei  i ex  ii.  resided  at  .Myerstown,  a 
bachelor,  ralher  reser\  ed  in  manner:  had  a large  jwactice.  and 
was  much  esteemed. 
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Dr.  Sa.ml  kf-  II.  Tno.\rK.  of  Palmyra,  a large,  tiiic-looking 
man.  a forceful  .character  a slrenuolis  politician:  father  of 
three  sons  physicians;  had  an  e,\tensive  practice;  always  reach 
for  a scrimmage  either  in  politics  or  in  the  Society. 


Dr.  .\i>am  (di  i: r I u 11 . a typical  German.  hru.'i(|ne  and  un- 
tidy: practiced  in  Joncstnwn.  1 rememlK'r  seeing  him  much  on 
horseback,  riding  a favorite  white  p<my,  always  as  though',  like 
Tam  ^O’Shanter.  who  thought  the  devil  was  after  him : no  re- 
gard for  tlie  roads,  though  they  were  gaoerally  bad.

Store  to  have  a certain  tincture  compounded  of  them.  Paid  no 
atter.iion  to  Medical  luhics,  and  was  dropped  from  membershi]) 
in  the  Countv  Societ\.

1848.  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : the  Meilical  Society  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  City  of  Lanc»ter,  in  1848;  the 
Lebanon  County  Medical  Society  in  Lebanon.  March,  1847. 
thus  antedating  both  State  and  .Vatioiuil  .^sociaiions.  * 

1 here  has  never  been  issued,  so  far  is  can  be  ascertained, 
a collected  history  of  the  medical  men  of  Leban;>n  county.

Drs.  llender.stMi  and  Rutherford  practiced  among  the 
Sculch-Irisb  settlers  on  the  western  border  lU’,  oiir  cou;U\  in 
the  early  <lays;  . . 

.Since  then  there  have ‘been  many,  very  many,  doctors  who 
have  enjoyed  an  hoiK^rable  and  useful  position  and  practice  iti 
LebaiR.n  county.  lK*loved  by  their  patients,  taking  an  active  part 
in  all  public  interests  of  their  neitlilKi’-lKMxl.  valuable  citizens, 
d'o  mention  all  entitled  to  the  honor  would  re(|uire  a separtite 
article:  to  omit  any  ntight  cau.^e  misunderstanding.
